He
Sanll {nent candidate for Governor, with
252 out of 64 delegates in his favor, but fuur
strong men were in the fleld against Rim, &nd
or Junes was nominated by a combination
yote. S0 long as he was a Democrat the party
Jeaders found no fault with him, but when he left
the regular organization, turned agalnst the ma-
ehine and divided the white vote, they denounced
pim as & ballot-box stuffer, a traitor and a dema-
e, He has been the Popullst candidate for
Governor at the last two State elections, obtained
each time & majority of the white vote, and was
cheated out of office by monstrous frauds in the
plack belt. He has taken the oath of ofice as
Governor, and has challenged a Legislative inves-
tigation of the last electlon, wherein Guvernor
Qates was counted in with negro votes which
had not been registered and were never cast. He
pas no redress in the courts, gnd there 18 no con-
test law by which his right to take viflce can be
determined. 1f the Legislature will puss a gen-
uine election reform bill, and also a cont=st law,
1he Popullsts will be satisfied, 1f azither law be
enacted. the Populisis will hold a conventlon and

determine upon thelr course.

Captaln Koly, as Governor Oates and the Demo-
cratic leaders pleture him, is a very objectlonable
person. He 1s a ballot-box stuffer and an adept
in every form of election fraud. When he wus an
organization Democrat in good standing, he in-
troduced varlous methods of electon cheating,
and in fact taught the boys about wil they know
fu that line of business. His character Is bad,
he is not a man of any financial resources, and
he lacks the quallties required for the office of
Governor; yet owing to his energy and ambitlous
{ntrigues he almost succeeded in securing the
regular Democratic nomination. He Is a dama-
gogue and a Soclalist, surrounded by a pack of
worthless adventurers and turning the heads of
backwoods farmers by advocating evary ism of
the hour. There were In the November election
frauds on both sides, and there was spme partiiu-
larly bad work done ‘n the Kolb countles; but
Qates was unquestionably elected by a large ma-
jority, when every possible deduction s wade
for fraudulent votes in the black counties, where
Kolb had allenated negro support by injudicious
speeches, As for Kolb, the claimani, hie made it
neceseary through his folly and pretensions for
Governor Jones to have a harmiess hollday pa-
rade of the militia in order to have Governor
Oates Inaugurated peacefully and yuletly. In
brief, according to his opponents, “Reub” Kolb
is a traltor to hie party, a blatant demagogue of
the lowest sort, an irresponsible politlcal con-
spirator, an unfit man for executive pflice, a rebel
against authority and a disturber of the peace of
Alabama.

Having hastily limned these two lrreconclla-
ble portraits of Captain Kolb, I may describe
him a= I saw him in his Birmingham office. He
s a tall, well-formed, pleasant-faced man, with
distinet traces of educatlon, refinement and good
breeding. He talked quietly and without excite-
ment. He neither looked nor acted like a dema.
gogue, and if he entertained any exireme views
respecting finance or socialism, he refralpned from
expressing them He was courteous ln manner,
sald nothing that was abusive or even unkind
of Governor Oates, and conducted himself lke a
respectable, well-hred Southern gentleman. ! he
be the consclenceless consplrator whom his ene-
mies denounce his benevolent, smiling face is &n
artlstic mask for the deviitry which is alleged to
be golng on behind {1 The main burden of his
talk was the imperative necessity for the enact-
ment of honest election laws, and some constitu-
tional means for determining whether a Governor
of Alabama has been legally or illegally electea;
and it was not unreasonable In view of what
Democratis partisans have done in Tennesses,
where a Republican Governor elected Hke Gov-
ernor Oates on the face of the returns has been
kept out of office without constitutional warrant
or a conteat law, and wheres Governor Turney, a
elaimant, ke Captain Kolb, asserting #lection as
a matter of fact if not In accordance with the
returns, has heen thrust into offfce.

As for Caplaln Kolt's associates in his move-
ment agalnst the machine Democracy, they are
not disreputable palitical adventurers as his op-
ponents asseri. A T. Goodwyn Is the descend-
ant of a well-known South Carolina famlly, an
educated farmer, a gallant saldier and a useful
legislator, W. 11 Skaggs has been Mayor of his
town for three terma, wnd {2 an energatic, upright
man. Rabert A. McClellan is one of the leading
lawyera of Northern Alabama. Warren 8, Reese
iz a planter with a lurge estate, and has been
Mayar of Montgomery for two terms. The Rev,
8. M, Adams lg a Bapust preacher, a successful
plenter, and a man of the highest reputation.
Ex-Judge James M. Hobson, & native of Norih
Carolina, with a  fine war record,
the bench for eighteen years. Robert Chisholm
traces his descent fram the best blood In South
Carclina, and I8 a Birmingham lawyer. G. P
Zimmerman is an equally good man, James R,
Maxwell is a well-known planter and husiness
man of Tuscaloosa County. W. . Robinson, T.
A. Street, and 0, L. McKingtry are Probate
Judges and men of high repute, These Populist
leaders are neither Soclalists, nor demagogues,
nor played-out political hacks. They are Demo-
erais who huve hecome ashamed of thelr party
and are already well along on the road, many of
them, toward Republicanism. They are con-
vinced that they have been swindled twice out of
the election for Governor. and they are clamoring,
nuot for wildeat finnnee, but for honest elections.
The Republlcans are fully justified In co-operat-
ing with them on this ground.

Krlbism, so far as it is a politiesl issue, is an
uprising against slection erime—a revolt against
machine methods. The Populists carrled in 1892
ak many as 36 out of 66 counties in local elections,
and thelr strongholds are the white counties, The
Democrats have twice defeated them by register-
ing and voting the negroes against them In the

Elections cannot eon-
tinue In Alabama on existing lines of sy<'ema-
tized frauvd.

An account of Kolblsm would be Insamplete
without some reference to the element fammliarly
known In the SBouth as the poor white trash, but
mare correctly as the descendants and representa-
tives of the non-slave-holding claes engaged in
agriculture. In the Calhoun States hefore the
war the mercantile and professlonal claszss as-
similated with the slave-holders of the cottan belt
and occupled soclally and politlcally 4 common
plane of equallty with them. A small planter
who did his own work and did not swn slaves
was despised, and occupled an Inferfor poeition,
He stood aloof from the slave barons, ard was
despised as a degenerate bt of white trash, of
less value than a full-blooded negro, who could
always command a good market orlee.  These
non-elave-holding planters formed a rclass by
themaelves, enjoying a form of eltlzensh.n with-
out the blessings of soclal equality, educailin and
prosperity. While they were not themssves In
bondage and did not suffer from oppres=ion, they
exercised as lttle influence over public opinlon
a8 the negro glaves,

I have met a characteristic type of thia class
during my stay In Montgomery, Hes was a small
planter living in one of the southern tier of
countles near the Florida line. Tail, gaunt, sun-
burnt and weather-worn, he was Jdraseod jn yags
and tatters, and was as forlorn and unzightly a
human figure as 1 have ever seen, With sham-
blirg gait, bent and broken form, unkempt hale
and restless, blinking eyes, he was the wreck of
a mun, e bore all the marks of the wear and
tear of giruggle for existence without any of the
gigng of self-respecting labor. Forced hock vpon
the soil as his father had been before lem, the
primeval curse seemed to ba wrltton in hig coaree
features and grimy hands: "Thorns also and this.
tles shall it bring furth to thee, and in the sweat
of thy face shalt thou eat bread till thom return
unto the ground.,” Without any taskmaster but
poverty, old John had worked lke any slave Le-
fore the war, and he was tolling still an his lidde
farm, “scratching for a living.'” as he said, “and
getting lttle or nothing”; but of the dignity of
labor and of the possibllities of thrift oe had
never learned.

He told me about his farm, how riuch the for-
tilizera cost him for hi= flelds, how muach corn and
potatoes he could ralse, and how many bales of
cotton he had to show for a year's 1ol and how
little he got for them. Then » A1,
crude way hig ideas of politics. The Demoorats
had told him that he must vote with them or
“the nigger would be on top and would rale him,”
and he had belleved them. Soclal wuicast as he
was, despleed and shunned by the foriner sinve-
ownera and thelr descendants, he had voiad the
Democratie ticket steadlly sinee the war o onder
“to keep the nigger down.” But at last o had
found out that they were making a fool «f him
and giving him nothing for his vote agalnst negro
domination, He could natther read nor write hime
sell, nor eould his children. There was no school-
Ing for people of his class

He had nothing against “the niggers,"” who were
well enough in thelr own place, but he did not
think that they ought te get on betler than
white men like himself; and the plain trifth was
that they were goang ahead of him and he didn’t
like It. While the Democrats were telling him
that he must vote with *hem against negro G
ination, they were astually “voting the nlgrers
agalnst him, and what was worse, counting them
when they didn't vote, That was why he was for
Kolb and would never agaln vote the Democratie
ticket.

PROFESSOR AUGUSTUS €. MERRIAM,

Professor Augustus (. Merrlam, of Columbia
College, whose death from pneumonia was an-
nounced by cable digpatches from Athens yester-
duy, was born in Locust Grove, Lewls County,
N. Y. in 188 After a course at the Columbla
Grammar School, he entered Columbia Callege, In
18 and was graduated in 1866 at the head of his
class. 1In 188 he was appointed tutor In Greek and
Latin  at (olumbla, and from 156 to 1350
wis  tutor in Greek In 18% he was made
rdjunct professor of Greek langunge and literat-
ure, and in senfor professor  of  Greek
archacology and eplegraphy, For the season of
I8ST-88 he wax a director of the American School
of Classical Stgdijes at Athens. He was agaln in
this city In 15, and practically had the direction
of the Greek department In Coiumbia College.

BARRETT SCOTT'S BODY FOUND
IN THE NIOBRARA RIVER WITH A ROPE
ABOUT HIS NECK.

THE VIGILANTES WHO KIDNAPPED THE DE-

FAULTING (OUNTY TREASURER HAD
HANGED HIM AND THEN SUNK
THE RODY IN THE
STREAM,

O'Nelll, Neb, Jan, 20—The hody of Barrett
Beott, the defaulting treasurer of Holt County,
who, while out riding with his family New-Year's
Day, was fired upon by a party of Vigllantes and,
after being wounded, was dragged from his car-
riage, blindfolded and then placed in another ve-
hicle and taken In a northerly directlon, was
found about 10 o'clock last night in the Nlobrara
River about 300 feet below the bridge on the
Boyd County side, elose up to the bank and in
about seven feet of water., He wase in his shirt
gleeves, but had his watch and chaln and other
pu{mmnl effects on just a8 he wore them in life,
A "'new hempen rope about one and one-half
inches in diameter was around his neck, and
the end, about three feet long, was dangling In
the water,

Evidences showed that he was hanged by the
Vigllantes before being thrown over the bridge
Into the water, There was a slight wound In the
right side of his neck, where a bullet had grazed
it, cutting through the lobe of the right ear. The
hody was immediately taken possession of by
Coraner Hoover, of Boyd County.

The credit of the finding of the body s largely
dits to the energy and enterprise of the citizens of
the viclnity of Holt and Boyd countles, The next
day after Scott's disappearance some of the peopla
who have since been arrested for complicity In the
murder wete soen lurking around the vielnity of
the Niobrara bridge, and susplelon was aroused
ttat the body had been disposed of In the river.
A week ago Friday the search began, but the
weather at that time was 80 severe that many of
the searchers froze fingers, noses and ears, and
work wag temporarlly suspended. On Saturday
murning, by conecerted action on the part of the
citigens of that vicinity and delegations from
(' Nelll, Atkinson, Spencer and Butte, the work
was resumed,

After the finding of the body an Inquest was
held hefore Coroner Hoover, of Boyd County,
and a Jury, A number of wiltnesses were ex-
amined and a verdict rendered that Scott came
to his death at the hands of George Mulllhan,
“Mose™ Elllott, “Mort” Hoy, James Plnkerman
and “others whose names have not vet been dia-
elozad.” 1t 18 understond that an effort will be
made to have these men named above, who
have already been arrested and put under $500
ball, before the court and the amount of the
ball ratsed to an amount that shall more nearly
approach the enormity of the crime with which

they are charged,
